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Athletic  Ideals  of  Ohio  Wesleyan 

It  is  not  a  difficult  task  to  formulate  ideals  and  policies,  but  it  is  another 
thing  to  bring  about  their  fruition. 

In  the  first  place  Ohio  Wesleyan  must  give  those  students  who  take  part 
in  her  athletics  a  gymnastic  program,  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  sport,  so  that 
they  may  play  a  thinking  game  or  run  a  "heady"  race. 

In  the  second  place  the  teams  and  the  entire  student  body  of  Ohio  Wesleyan 
must  be  imbued  with  the  athletic  ideals  of  the  University,  ideals  of  clean  sports- 
manship, hard  playing,  and  fair  judgment. 

In  the  third  place  it  is  the  ideal  of  Ohio  Wesleyan  to  give  physical  training 
to  every  man  in  the  University,  training  men  in  body  as  well  as  in  mind  and  soul. 

For  the  realization  of  these  ideals  the  University  offers  a  three-fold  athletic 
program.  First  there  is  the  required  gymnastic  training  with  the  varied  program 
of  the  gymnastic  classes,  calesthenics,  apparatus  work  and  games.  Secondly, 
a  wide  program  of  intra-mural  games  and  tournaments  gives  a  very  large  number 
of  men  a  chance  to  participate  in  competitive  athletics.  Finally  through  major 
and  minor  inter-collegiate  contests  the  atheletic  ideals  of  the  University  are  ex- 
pressed, and  a  high  goal  set  for  those  who  would  represent  their  alma  mater  on 
the  many  teams  which  now  uphold  Ohio  Wesleyan's  prestige  before  the  people 
of  the  state. 

The  development  of  this  program  calls  for  whole-hearted  cooperation  on 
the  part  of  students  and  faculty,  a  cooperation  which  will  have  its  fruition  in  in- 
tellectual and  moral  values  as  well  as  athletic  supremacy  of  Ohio  Wesleyan.

When  Coach  Gauthier  issued  the  call  for  football  last  September,  about 
sixty  men  reported  for  practice.  These  men  were  of  last  year's  Varsity,  the 
freshman  team  of  last  year,  and  some  of  no  football  experience.  The  men  showed 
fine  spirit  and  worked  hard  and  willingly  under  the  direction  of  the  coaching  staff. 

The  men  were  drilled  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  game,  each  man 
receiving  individual  attention.  A  longer  time  had  to  be  spent  in  this  work  than 
was  usually  the  case  because  the  squad  was  composed  principally  of  green  men. 
So  well  were  the  wearers  of  the  moleskins  trained  that  no  team  in  the  state  could 
beat  them  on  straight  football. 

Just  a  word  should  be  said  about  the  work  of  those  who  did  not  receive 
the  coveted  "W."  Many  members  of  this  large  squad  showed  plenty  of  fight 
and  true  loyalty  to  Ohio  Wesleyan  by  spending  many  long  hours  on  the  gridiron 
through  the  entire  season,  and  it  can  be  said  that  a  team  is  no  stronger  than  its 
substitutes.     The  prospects  look  good  for  next  year. 
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Hopes  for  a  winning  football  team  ran  high  when  five  letter  men  and  a  host 
of  ambitious  sophomore  gridders  reported  for  practice  at  the  opening  of  the  1921- 
22  football  season. 

Out  of  approximately  eighty  tryouts  for  the  Varsity  squad,  fifty  were  re- 
tained throughout  the  entire  season,  and  nearly  all  of  them  were  at  some  time  or 
other  given  an  opportunity  to  represent  Ohio  Wesleyan  on  the  field.  Altho  from 
the  standpoint  of  games  won,  the  final  results  would  indicate  that  the  season  was 
a  flat  failure,  the  experience  under  fire  and  the  strategic  development  gained  by 
the  members  of  the  squad  was  invaluable.  Richards  the  only  veteran  backfield 
man  suffered  a  poisoned  foot  early  in  the  season.  His  loss  through  the  entire  sea- 
son was  a  decided  blow  to  the  hope  of  having  a  winning  machine. 

The  critical  point  of  the  season  lay  in  the  Miami  game.  The  Ohio  State 
game  was  a  splendid  exhibition  of  fighting  football  prowess,  and  althodefeated  the 
Red  and  Black  played  superb  football.  After  easily  overpowering  the  Heidelberg 
invaders,  Gauther's  men  were  cheated  of  a  well  earned  and  deserved  victory 
when  they  fell  last  minute  victims  to  Case.  The  Oxford  game  found  the  men 
discouraged  from  the  Case  defeat,  utterly  lacking  in  fight  and  slightly  overtrained. 
The  resulting  score  was  a  disaster.  It  was  with  a  different  spirit,  however,  that 
the  team  fought  out  the  rest  of  the  schedule,  losing  two  of  the  frays  only  by  unfort- 
unate breaks  and  battling  the  one  other  to  a  tie. 

The  end  of  the  season  found  the  team  with  the  same  aggressive  spirit  and 
determination  with  which  they  had  attacked  Ohio  State.  Their  fault  lay  in 
their  inexperience,  and  the  loss  of  their  veteran  backfield  man. 

After  the  Christmas  holidays  the  team  was  not  disbanded.  Theory,  strat- 
egy, and  the  finer  points  of  playing  according  to  Coach  Gauthiers  pet  methods 
were  taken  up  in  indoor  practise  during  the  winter  months.  As  spring  practice 
goes  ahead,  the  old  material  from  the  past  seasons  varsity  is  being  welded  together 
with  the  recruits  from  the  yearling  ranks  and  a  fighting,  aggressive  Red  and 
Black  machine  is  being  built  with  which  Captain-elect  Olin  Smith  can  battle  the 
1922  schedule  to  a  finish. 
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The  State  Game 

October  First 


Fighting  a  game  fight  from  the  first  shriek  of  the  referee's  whistle  until  the 
final  sounding  of  the  timer's  horn  Ohio  Wesleyan  grid  warriors  received  a  28-0  de- 
feat at  the  hands  of  Ohio  State  in  the  initial  game  of  the  season.  Eight  hundred 
enthusiastic  rooters  for  the  Red  and  Black  supported  Gauthier's  men  as  they 
battled  the  fray  to  a  finish  and  acquitted  themselves  with  valor.  Proving  strong 
on  both  the  defense  and  the  offense  Ohio  Wesleyan  showed  the  results  of  skillful 
training  and  careful  coaching  and  well  deserved  the  comment  that  "they  had  all 
the  appearance  of  a  Western  conference  team." 

The  first  score  of  the  game  occured  in  the  first  quarter  when  Ohio  State 
recovered  an  Ohio  Wesleyan  fumble  and  made  it  good  for  a  touchdown.  A  short 
pass  from  Stuart  to  Blair  registered  another  score  for  State  in  the  second  period. 

Returning  strong  in  the  second  half,  the  Red  and  Black  displayed  spectacu- 
lar defense  work.  Smith  and  Thomson  particularly  starred  in  breaking  up  Ohio 
State's  offensive  formations. 

Ohio  Wesleyan's  only  opportunity  to  score  came  in  the  middle  of  the 
third  period,  when  they  performed  the  best  offensive  work  that  they  showed 
during  the  game.  Gaining  possession  of  the  pigskin  in  their  own  territory,  the 
Methodists  marched  down  the  field  to  the  Maroon  and  Grey  20  yard  line  where 
they  were  finally  stopped.

Ohio  Wesleyan  gridders  opened  the  conference  race  by  defeating  Heidel- 
burg  26-7  in  a  slow  and  uninteresting  game  on  her  own  field.  Every  man  on  the 
squad  who  was  in  a  suit,  was  used  against  the  Tiffin  aggregation  during  some  period 
of  the  game. 

Against  the  Red  and  Black  first  team  the  Heidelberg  attack  was  futile  and 
time  after  time  the  invading  backfield  warriors  were  thrown  for  losses.  On  the 
offense,  Gauthier's  men  seemed  to  score  at  will.  On  defense  the  upstate  gridders 
gave  way  and  left  great  holes  through  which  the  Delaware  backs  repeatedly 
charged  for  gains. 

Not  until  the  last  two  minutes  of  play  in  the  final  period,  when  the  Methodist 
opposition  was  composed  entirely  of  substitutes  did  the  Tiffinites  gain.  A  forward 
pass  over  the  center  of  the  Red  and  Black  line,  and  a  successful  goal  kick  gave  them 
their  score. 

The  Case  Game 

October  Fifteenth 

In  her  second  conference  game  of  the  season  Ohio  Wesleyan  upset  the  dope 
bucket  when  she  lost  to  Case  by  a  score  of  19-14.  Feeling  at  the  opening  of  the 
game  that  they  would  easily  overpower  the  scientists,  the  Red  and  Black  gridders 
were  upset  by  the  fight  and  determination  with  which  the  Clevelanders  attacked 
them.  A  goal  kick  for  Case  left  the  score  3-0  in  their  favor  at  the  end  of  the  first 
half.  Coming  back  strong  in  the  second  half,  the  Delaware  eleven  through  a 
series  of  penetrating  lunges  carried  the  ball  down  the  field  for  two  touchdowns. 
In  the  last  four  minutes  of  play,  however,  Case  opened  up  the  game  with  a  brilliant 
succession  of  delayed  passes,  and  registered  a  victory.

October  Tzventy-second 


In  by  far  the  worst  defeat  of  the  season,  Miami  completely  smothered  the 
Red  and  Black  gridiron  machine  when  she  defeated  them  at  Oxford  by  a  score  of 
56-0.  Miami  showed  an  excellently  coached  aggregation,  while  Ohio  Wesleyan's 
team  seemed  to  have  completely  gone  to  pieces. 

After  the  first  two  plays  the  Methodist  men  lost  all  their  fighting  spirit, 
and  the  aggressive  Miami  backs  smashed  through  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  opposition 
without  difficulty.  The  disaster  has  been  attributed  to  the  inexperience  of  the 
players  and  overtraining.  Altho  the  experienced  men  on  the  field,  fought  furiously, 
the  team  lacked  cooperation  and  it  was  impossible  to  stave  off  the  Miami  attack. 


The  Oberlin  Game

After  outplaying  the  Oberlin  gridiron  team  throughout  the  first  half  of 
a  scrappy  game,  Ohio  Wesleyan  football  eleven  were  overpowered  by  the  invaders 
aerial  attack  and  went  down  to  a  21-0  defeat.

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The  Homecoming  Game  with  Denison 

November  Fifth 


Altho  they  made  14  first  downs  to  their  opponents  10,  the  Ohio  Wesleyan 
grid  fighters  dropped  the  heartbreaking  homecoming  fray  to  Denison  by  a  score  of 
7-0.  A  homecoming  crowd  of  over  four  thousand  persons  saw  their  Alma  Mater 
outplay  the  Granville  tribe  only  to  be  deprived  of  victory  by  an  unfortunate 
break  of  the  game.  The  crowd  seemed  stunned  when  the  final  whistle  blew  an- 
nouncing that  the  invaders  were  victorious  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  Gauthier's 
men  had  outpointed  their  opponents  during  the  entire  conflict. 

A  blocked  kick  recovered  by  Denison  accounted  for  the  winning  touch- 
down'. When  attempting  a  return  punt  from  the  ten  yard  line,  Winter's  kick 
was  blocked.  The  ball  rolled  across  the  field  to  the  defenders'  one  yard  line 
where  a  Denison  man  recovered  it.  Willis  sneaked  over  a  touchdown  for  the 
Big  Red  and  a  goal  kick  followed  giving  the  Baptists  the  only  score  of  the  game. 

Statistics  show  that  the  Red  and  Black  gained  367  yards  to  Denisons  252.

A  blocked  kick,  recovered  behind 
the  Ohio  Wesleyan  goal  by  Kurtz  of  Reserve,  accounted  for  the  only  touchdown 
of  the  game.     A  goal  kick  made  the  score  7-0  in  favor  of  the  Clevelanders. 


The  Wittenberg  Game 

November  Nineteenth 

A  complete  reversal  of  form  was  shown  by  Ohio  Wesleyan's  gridiron  eleven 
when  it  battled  the  Wittenberg  machine  to  a  scoreless  tie  in  a  brilliant  game  on 
Zimmermen  Field,  Springfield.  Gamely  scrapping  over  every  inch  of  territory, 
the  Red  and  Black  warriors  easily  had  the  edge  over  their  opponents  during  the 
first  half.  In  spite  of  the  muddy  water  soaked  field,  and  a  cold  biting  wind,  the 
Methodists  gained  120  yards  to  Wittenberg's  85,  and  four  first  downs  to  the  Luther- 
an's two.

1922  Basketball  Season 


Ending  a  sensational  basket  ball  season  as  a  runner- 
up  for  the  Ohio  Conference  championship,  the  Ohio 
Wesleyan  quintette  finally  captured  a  position  third 
from  the  top.  Under  the  capable  generalship  of  Cap- 
tain Reid,  the  Red  and  Black  teamsters  played  a 
consistent  game  throughout  the  entire  season  an'd  won 
13  out  of  the  16  games  on  their  schedule. 

Prospects  for  a  successful  season  were  bright  when, 
early  in  December,  Coach  Van  Alstyne  issued  the  first 
call  to  practice.  In  addition  to  Reid,  there  were  six 
of  the  previous  year's  letter  men  back  in  school  anxious 
for  a  berth  on  the  1922  aggregation.  Bohyer,  Young, 
Johnson,  Hubbard,  Kohn,  and  Harmount  formed  a 
nucleus  of  veterans  around  which  was  built  one  of  the 
best  fives  that  has  ever  represented  Ohio  Wesleyan  on  the  basketball  court.  Staten 
Saxsteter,  Frigau,  Thomson,  and  Turney,  altho  sophomore  recruits,  soon  developed 
into  smooth  working  cogs  in  the  Red  and  Black  machine.  By  the  end  of  the  season 
two  expert  quintettes  had  been  developed  which  were  equally  capable  of  outclassing 
their  opponents  in  every  department  of  the  cage  game. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  season  when  the  dopesters  first  began  dabbling 
in  their  dope  buckets,  to  the  very  last  moment  of  the  season's  activity,  the  Dela- 
ware cage  performers  were  formidable  opponents  for  every  team  they  stacked  up 
against.  Meeting  some  of  the  best  teams  in  the  country,  Van  Alstyne's  quin- 
tette proved  to  be  one  of  the  keenest  and  cleverest  teams  of  the  season. 

In  developing  the  squad,  emphasis  was  placed  upon  the  necessity  of  unified 
performance  rather  than  individual  starring.  Teamwork  was  placed  at  a  premium 
and  as  a  result  many  scoring  possibilities  were  converted  into  certainties.  Time 
after  time  individual  players  from  the  captain  down  to  the  sub  sacrificed  starring 
opportunities  in  order  to  play  the  passing  game  and  gain  through  teamwork. 

To  Coach  Van  Alstyne  can  be  attributed  the  cool  but  nevertheless  brilliant 
passing  game  by  means  of  which  the  Delaware  contingent  forged  its  way  to  the 
top.  Van  Alstyne  aided  the  men  in  perfecting  the  intricate  system  of  passwork 
with  which  Ohio  Wesleyan  carried  the  game  to  their  opposition  in  every  instance, 
and  were  forced  only  at  rare  intervals  to  resort  to  a  defensive  formation  for  the 
protection  of  their  own  basket.

They  have  received  much  well  earned  commendation  for  the 
consistent  work  which  they  have  performed  although  they  had  no  scheduled 
games  to  play  and  had  no  other  aim  in  view  except  preparation  for  next  year's 
varsity  selections. 

In  training  the  yearling  contingent  Coach  Gauthier  followed  a  general 
program  planned  to  develop  an  abundance  of  future  material.  Each  member  of 
the  squad  received  individual  attention  and  all  were  developed  so  that  they  would 
fit    into   the   varsity    machine. 

Out  of  the  full  group  of  60  men  who  reported  for  practice  before  the  Christ- 
mas holidays,  30  were  retained  through  the  entire  season.  Competition  was  keen 
for  the  berths  on  the  final  squad  which  was  made  up  largely  of  experienced  high 
school  veterans.  By  the  end  of  the  season  all  had  learned  the  Varsity  system  of 
playing,  each  player  had  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  fundamentals  of  the  cage 
game,  and  all  were  prepared  to  step  into  and  fill  a  place  on  the  1923  Varsity. 
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The  1921   Baseball  Season

Although  prospects  for  a  winning  baseball  team 
looked  very  good  at  the  beginning  of  the  1921  season, 
it  soon  became  evident  that  the  team  lacked  an  ade- 
quate pitching  staff.  To  this  cause  as  well  as  to  ac- 
cidents, sickness  and  unfavorable  playing  conditions 
can  be  attributed  the  final  showing  of  8  defeats  and  1 
victory  with  which  the  season  ended. 

The  Ohio  State  game  at  Columbus  started  off  the 
season  on  a  raw  and  cold  afternoon  with  Kline  Loomis 
in  the  box.  Seemingly  unable  to  get  warmed  up. 
Loomis  was  relieved  in  the  third  inning  by  Captain 
Evans,  who  through  a  fine  exhibition  of  twirling  held 
the  Scarlet  and  Gray  scoreless  for  the  rest  of  the 
game.  Ohio  Wesleyan  was  unable  to  hit  however 
and  after  passing  a  chance  to  tie  the  score  in  the 
third  inning  when  the  bases  were  full,  they  were  un- 
able to  rallv  and  returned  to  Delaware  with  the  short 


end  of  a  six  to  one  score. 

The  Red  and  Black  lost  her  first  home  game  when  she  was  defeated  by  3-2 
by  Otterbein.  Over-running  a  base  in  the  last  inning  wrecked  her  last  chance  to 
tie  or  win  the  game. 

Cold  weather,  rain  and  a  muddy  field  aided  Miami  in  defeating  Ohio  Wes- 
layan  8-4  at  Oxford  in  the  first  game  of  the  two  day  southern  trip.  During  the 
second  game  of  the  trip,  with  Cincinnati,  the  Bearcats  took  advantage  of  the 
proximity  of  the  bleachers  to  the  field,  and  romped  around  the  bags  for  five  home 
runs  while  the  fans  were  throwing  the  balls  out  of  the  stands.  The  final  score 
was  10-4. 

Errors  featured  largely  in  the  loss  of  the  two  home  games  that  followed. 
The  Cincinnati  game  ending  in  their  favor,  22-3,  and  the  Denison  game  likewise, 
8-4.  A  return  game  with  Ohio  State  proved  to  be  a  slugging  match  in  which 
the  invaders  excelled  to  the  extent  of  12-5. 

Although  the  first  of  the  two  games  scheduled  on  the  north- 
ern trip  was  lost  to  Oberlin,  11-4,  it  was  followed  by  the  only  vic- 
tory of  the  season,  which  Baldwin-Wallace  was  victimized. 
Smith  pitched  a  good  game,  and  the  entire  team  for  the  first 
time  of  the  season  showed  confidence  and  speed.  The  final  score 
was  3-1. 

Western  Reserve  won  the  last  conflict  of  the  season  by  a  score 
of  9-5.  Four  double  plays  by  the  Red  and  Black  warriors  were 
offset  by  errors  which  cost  them  the  game.  Richards  starred  by 
slamming  out  a  double  with  the  bases  full. 

Captain  Evans  although  injured  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  season,  prevented  total  disaster  by  filling  the  mound  position 
when  he  was  able,  and  upholdingthe  confidence  and  morale  of  the 
team  when  he  was  incapacitated. 
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Freshman  Baseball 

Under  the  reorganization  of  the  athletic  system,  Freshman  athletics  have 
come  into  a  new  prominence.  With  the  large  coaching  staff,  a  competent  coach 
is  always  available  to  handle  the  Frosh  in  every  sport.  Coach  Van  Alstyne  had  the 
Frosh  diamond  performers  and  succeeded  in  developing  a  team  of  ability.  Many 
members  of  the  Frosh  nine  are  expected  to  bolster  the  depleted  ranks  of  the  Var- 
sity this  spring.

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The  1921   Track  Season 

As  the  last  man  crossed  the  finish  line  in  the  relay  race  at  the 
Big  Six  last  spring,  Ohio  Wesleyan  completed  her  track  season 
with  one  of  the  most  commendable  lists  of  victories  and  achieve- 
ments in  the  history  of  this  sport  at  Ohio  Wesleyan.  The  Red 
and  Black  tracksters  deservedly  won  four  of  the  six  meets  and 
completed  their  list  of  victories  by  capturing  the  annual  classic 
on  Ohio  Field.  One  drawback  of  the  season  was  the  fact  that 
there  were  not  enough  men  to  take  second  and  third  places,  and 
the  two  defeats  suffered  by  the  culphurSpring  team  were  due  to 
this  cause.  The  first  indoor  meet  on  the  home  floor  saw  Western 
Reserve  on  the  short  end  of  a  63-14  score,  the  Red  and  Black  win- 
ning nine  out  of  ten  firsts  and  garnering  most  of  the  seconds. 
Wesleyan  next  met  the  fast  Wooster  team  on  the  local  floor  and 
trounced  them  61  to  32.  Dorner  was  the  individual  star  of  the 
meet  with  18  points  to  his  credit.  The  next  meet  was  staged 
in  the  small  Cincinnati  Gym,  and  not  until  King  showed  a  pair  of 
silver  heels  in  the  last  lap  of  the  relay  race,  were  the  O.  W.  U.  artists  declared 
the  winners  by  a  49-44  score. 

Oberlin  sprung  a  surprise  by  handing  Wesleyan  a  76  to  41  defeat  in  the  first 
outdoor  meet,  staged  on  Edwards'  Field.  Bell,  Francis,  and  Gregg  were  unable 
to  compete  in  this  meet  because  of  shin-bone  soreness.  King  hung  up  a  record 
of  9%  seconds  in   the  century  dash. 

Everyone  was  in  prime  condition  for  the  quadrangular  meet  against  Deni- 
son,  Otterbein,  and  Heidelberg  which  the  Red  and  Black  barriers  won  by  an  easy 
margin.  The  scores  were  as  follows:  Ohio  Wesleyan  6Sr4,  Denison  49^2,  Otter- 
bein 39 1 2,  Heidelberg  83  4'. 

Ohio  Wesleyan  sustained  her  second  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Miami  at  Oxford, 
taking  the  short  end  of  a  68  to  49  score. 

The  crowning  event  of  the  season  was  the  Big  Six  meet  on  Ohio  Field, 
Ohio  State  was  handicapped  by  a  new  arrangement,  which  placed  them  against 
the  entire  field,  and  allowed  them  twice  as  many  entries.  Ohio  Wesleyan  loomed 
up  as  the  best  Conference  contender  and  succeeded  in  garnering  40  points  while 
the  nearest  competitor  was  Oberlin,  with  25.  King  retained  his  title  of  "Peer  of 
All-Ohio  Tracksters"  by  garnering  14  points,  which  made  him  individual  star  of 
the  meet.  Dorner  won  the  high  hurdles  from  the  Buckeye  captain,  and  Jordan 
tossed  the  shot  for  a  first  place  and  won  third  place  in  the  discus.  The  Wesleyan 
entry  in  the  relay  race  finished  in  second  place. 

Capt.  Francis,  King,  Gregg,  and  Stevenson  have  run  their  last  race  for  Ohio 
Wesleyan  and  will  be  greatly  missed,  but  Kale,  Kestle,  Roberts,  and  Gingery  of 
last  years  Freshman  squad  will  be  available  for  varsity  competition  with  the  open- 
ing of  the  1922  season.

The  aim  of  the  oration  was  to  present  the  deplorable  con- 
ditions in  Eastern  and  Central  Europe  resulting  from  the  Great 
\\  ar;  to  show  how  the  progress  of  civilization  of  all  nations  is 
dependent  upon  the  success  or  failure  of  any  part  of  them; 
that  these  European  nations  must  therefore  be  saved,  and 
that  the  l_  nited  States  was  the  only  nation  in  the  world  whose 
condition  was  such  that  she  could  help.  In  short,  the  saving 
of  Central  and  Eastern  Europe  from  famine,  starvation,  in- 
difference, and  despondency  constituted  America's  "Imme- 
diate Task." 

During  the  eleven  years  that  Ohio  Wesleyan  orators  have 
competed  in  the  contests,  Wesleyan  has  won  five  first,  two 
second,  and  three  third  places. 

George  Cheney  was  chosen  in  a  competition  held  early  in 
the  year  to  represent  Ohio  Wesleyan  in  the  Civic  Oratorical 
League  this  season.

In  July  1921,  each  member  of  the  Ohio  Wesleyan 
Glee  Club  packed  his  suit-case  full  of  white  duck  suits 
and  panama  hats,  bade  his  fellow  townsmen  goodbye, 
and  left  for  Panama.  But  as  it  is  necessary,  in  going 
to  Panama  to  set  sail  from  some  place,  the  Gleers  met 
in  New  York  after  several  concerts  in  Ohio  and  took 
passage  on  the  good  ship  General  Goethals.  Those  of 
the  Club  who  before  had  been  able  to  qualify  for 
membership  in  the  Sea  Rovers,  enjoyed  the  trip 
thoroughly;  but  those  who  were  new  in  the  business  of 
sailing,  had  the  usual  unpleasant  experiences.  How- 
ever they  all  arrived  safe  and  sound  at  Panama  with 
their  golden  throats  intact. 

The  Club  was  sent  by  Uncle  Sam  for  the  purpose  of 
entertaining  the  men  of  the  United  States  Army  stationed  there. 

From  their  first  concert  at  Balboa,  the  success  of  the  Club  was  as- 
sured. Concerts  were  given  at  Ancon,  Peter  Miguel,  Gatun,  Fort  Amador, 
Christobal,  and  Coco  Solo;  and  each  one  marked  a  triumph  for  the  boys 
from  Ohio  Wesleyan.  After  six  weeks  of  work,  pleasure,  and  adventure  in 
sunny  Panama,  the  boys  sailed  back  to  New  York  and  scattered  to  their  homes. 
But  college  had  already  started,  and  they  made  haste  to  relieve  their  suit-cases 
of  the  Panama  hats  and  white  duck  suits,  fill  them  with  work-togs  for  college, 
say  "Hello"  and  "Goodbye"  to  the  folks  at  home,  and  take  an  early  train  for 
Delaware. 

But  their  work  was  not  thru  for  the  year.  During  the  Christmas  holidays 
they  made  a  tour  of  northern  Ohio  towns  including  Lima,  Mansfield,  Upper  San- 
dusky, Nevada,  Defiance,  and  Bowling  Green.  Spring  vacation  found  the  Club 
finishing  Ohio  and  filling  three  engagements  in  West  Virginia  at  Wheeling,  Fair- 
mont, and  Parkersburg.  Week-end  trips  were  used  to  take  in  Cleveland,  Colum- 
bus, and  several  smaller  towns. 

By  its  work  during  the  past  year,  the  Glee 
Club  has  established  its  place  as  among  the 
first  if  not  the  first  of  the  student  organizations 
of  the  University.  Ohio  Wesleyan  owes  to  these 
men  who  have  sacrificed  their  vacations  to  concert 
work  a  real  debt  for  the  service  which  they  have 
rendered  in  carrying  the  spirit  of  the  school  be- 
side the  Sulphur  Spring  even  beyond  the  borders  of 
our  own  country.  Each  trip  has  brought  home  a 
large  number  of  congratulatory  telegrams  to  the 
officers  of  the  University,  and  the  season  just  closed 
has  probably  been  the  best  in  the  history  of  the 
organization.

Often,  while  the  sun  made  its 
way  over  the  horizon  in  the  early 
mornings  of  May,  1921,  sleepy  co- 
eds tiptoed  down  the  stairs  of  Mon- 
nett Hall  out  to  the  front  lawn. — 
there  to  stay  until  the  irresistible 
breakfast  bell  called  them  back. 
\\  ere  they  lovers  of  the  early  morn- 
ing air?  Well,  perhaps,  but  their 
main  purpose  was  to  practice  for 
the  program  of  the  annual  Monnett 
day  which  was  given  May  27.  As 
the  time  drew  near  the  day,  anxious 
eyes  scanned  the  skies  for  weather 
omens;  and  when  Old  Sol  rose 
gloriously  on  the  twenty-seventh, 
many  were  the  thankful  hearts  in 
old  Monnett 

The  afternoon  entertainment  was 
in  the  form  of  a  pageant.  The  scene  shown  was  that  of  an  ancient  Greek  tourna- 
ment, as  held  two  thousand  years  ago,  when  Admeta,  a  fair  princess  famed  for 
her  beauty  and  much  sought  in  love,  lived  in  Greece.  In  her  city  was  held  a  tourna- 
ment in  which  the  far-famed  athletes  of  all  the  Grecian  provinces  competed  for 
her  hand  in  marriage.  In  the  Monnett  pageant,  the  girl-athletes  of  Ohio  Wesleyan 
performed  in  the  presence  of  the  May  Queen,  Miriam  Smith.  The  cast  of  the 
Pageant  were:  May  Queen,  Miriam  Smith;  Herald  of  the  Queen,  Mabel  Hughes; 
Court  Jester,  Elizabeth  Daniels;  Court  Astronomer,  Edith  Wallis;  Admeta,  Grace 
Manly;  Eumalia,  Sylvia  West;  High  Priestess  of  Demeter,  Mildred  Bowling; 
Soothsayer,  Mary  McGhee;  Pyrhus,  Eunice  Wolfe;  Dromedes,  Florence  Chapman; 
Aias,  Frances  Wood;  Umpires,  Judges,  athletes,  citizen,  torch-bearers, — all  made 
their  appearances  during  the  course  of  the  pageant. 


The  committee  in  charge  of  the 
pageant  was  composed  of  Dorothy 
Ketcham  and  Dorothy  Keyt,  joint 
chairmen;  and  Hilda  Hollopeter,  Lu- 
cile  Moffitt  and  Katherine  Anderson. 
The  dramatic  part  of  the  pageant  was 
written  by  Rose  Griffiths,  '20,  and 
directed  by  Miss  Annabel  Bradstreet, 
Director  of  Physical  Education  for 
women,  and  Mildred  Hart.  Miss 
Lydia  Lightring  and  Miss  Frances 
Brown,  both  instructors  in  the  Physi- 
cal Education  Department,  trained  the  dancers  and  directed 
the  five  athletic  events,  patterned  after  those  of  ancient 
Greece.  Miss  Elizabeth  \\  illets,  instructor  in  the  Art  De- 
partment, planned  and  directed  the  scenery.  Miss  Julia 
Burkhardt,  instructor  in  Solfeggio  and  Voice,  drilled  the 
Greek  choruses,  the  music  for  which  was  written  by  Grace 
Hammon,  advanced  student  in  Theory  of  Music.  Gladys 
Swartz  and  Esther  Beck  had  charge  of  the  instrumental 
music. 

Emeline  Carpenter  was  chairman  for  the  play,  "The 
Pied  Piper  of  Hamlin,"  which  was  given  in  the  evening. 
Other  members  of  the  committee  were:  Edith  L.  Roberts, 
Angeline  Cockerill,  Helen  Y\  hite,  Mabel  Hughes,  and  Gladys 
Edwards.  Miss  Edith  Burford,  instructor  in  Oratory,  di- 
rected the  play  and  planned  the  costumes,  assisted  by  the 
chairman. 

"The  Pied  Piper"  was  presented  by  a  cast  of  over  one 
hundred  girls.  The  play  tells  of  how,  in  the  year  1284,  a 
gaily  clad  piper  entered  the  little  town  of  Hamlin  on  the 
YVeser;  and,  by  his  piping,  charmed  away  the  rats  and 
mice.  On  the  refusal  of  the  townsmen  to  pay  his  price,  he- 
charmed  away  the  children  of  the  village.  How  the  children 
were  lured  away,  stolen,  and  finally  returned,  is  the  theme 
of   the   play. 

The  first  act  shows  the  market  place  in  Hamlin.  The 
townfolk  are  about  their  work  and  the  children  are  playing. 
The  act  ends  when  the  Piper  charms  away  the  children 
from  their  homes.  Act  two  is  laid  inside  Hallowill,  show- 
ing a  cavern  and  dark  hills  around.  The  piper  is  seen  sit- 
ting on  a  stump  and  counting  the  children  in  an  attitude  of 
quizzical  despair.  Several  of  the  townspeople  come  to  the 
cave  seeking  their  children;  and  they  also  are  bewitched  by 
the  Piper.  The  third  act  takes  place 
at  the  "Crossways,"  where  Michael 
and  Barbara,  t  \  o  of  the  characters, 
confess  their  love  for  one  another. 
The  setting  of  the  fourth  act  is  the 
same  as  in  the  first,  and  portrays  the 
return  of  the  children,  the  rejoicing 
of  the  villagers,  and  the  departure 
of  the  Piper. 

The  part  of  the  Piper  was  ex- 
ceptionally well  played  by  Frances 
Lubahn.  Misses  Carpenter,  Church, 
Hart,  \\  est.
